Hon. J. A. Macdonald—That had -refer- 
ence to finances only. 

Mr. Wallbridge said it was nothing of 
the kind; nothing was said of the finances;

Tho Atlantic Telegraph floet sailed from 
Queenstown on Saturday July 17th, and ar 
rived at mid ocean Wednesd 8th.— 
MADE THE SPLICE at ono P. M. on 
Thursday the 20th, and soparated, The 
Agamemnon and Valorous, bound to Va- 
lentia, Ireland, the Niagara nnd Goryon 
for this placo, where they arrived yesterday ; 
and this morning the ond of the Cable will 
bo Janded. 

It is 1698 nautical or 1950 statute miles 
from the Telegraph house, at the head of

The Cable has 
been payed out from*the Agamemnon at

Tho public journals chronicle the death of 
a woman at the Red Sweet Springs in Virgi- 
nia, on tue third instant, while in the act of 
bathing. In these days of hot weather and 
sun-stroke, people are prone to imagine the 
bath a safe as well as agrecable resort. But 
it is a luxury that must be enjoyed with cau- 
tion. Due regard must bo paid to the state 
of the system, the time of the day, and the 
probabilities of subsequent exposure. 

Tho skin secretes an oil for the purposo of 
lubrication and protection from the vicissi- 
tudes of the weather, which washing removes, 
leaving the dermis exposed till it can have 
time to renew the secretion and pour it out 
upon the surface. Tho ardent heat of the 
san at such times will inflame the skin, some- 
times disorganizing its texture and destroying 
it entirely, but more often producing a disa- 
greeable sense of feyerishness. Aware of this 
liability, the Orientals and South Sea Island- 
ers always anoint themselves after bathing, 
and thus avert ill consequences, A bath ta- 
ken at night or in the early morning probably 
is legs liable to this inconvenience, 

Long continuance in the water reduces the 
tone of the system, enfeebles the organs, and 
palsies the action of the heart. Instances are 
on record of children that have died whon no 
evidence of disease was proved but the doge- 
nerated vitality occasioned in this way. It 
is certain that a person suffers material reduc- 
tion of strength, is less disposed to exertion, 
and less capable of enduring fatigue, after ta- 
king a bath. The energy of the system is 
temporarily impaired. In caso of previous 
chronic feebleness, it is apparent that care is 
especially required. 

A bath taken soon after a meal, particular- 
ly after a hearty dinner, is in the highest de- 
gree dangerous, Then the blood is directed 
to the stomach, and the nervous rgy is 
there concentrated to dispose of the indigested 
food. The brain is unwilling to be tasked, 
because it is not receiving its allowance of 
blood, and its vigor is called elsewhere; the 
muscles demand a season of rest, that they 
may not distract the stomach from its duty, 
and the extremities are often cold during the 
digestive process, because they are deprived 
of a portion of their blood. The heart alone 
insists on the ccntinuance of its ordinary ac- 
tivity. 

Tho bath, taken under whatever form, pr 
duces a shock upon the whole nervous 
tem, ‘Tho effect of this, where there is insuf- 
ficient re-acting power, is to impair directly 
and instantly the contractile power of the 
muscles, and the heart in particular, which 
is itself but a muscle; and if the shock is suf- 
ficiently severe, syncope and death at once 
superveno. It is well known that a blow 
struck upon the stomach shortly ofter a fall 
meal, often results fatally. The shock of a 
bath is as a blow, not upon the epigastrium 
simply, but upon the whole surface, and the 
tendency is to paralyze the muscu ar system, 
and produce death at once, The cold bath, 
it will be seen, is most likely to produce this 
consequence, 

While, th refore, people resort to the bath 
for relief from the oppressive heat of the wea- 
ther, they should be mindful that there are 
proper and improper tints for the indulgence, 
to which they will do well if they take dili 
gent heed, if they would not be surprised by 
palsy or death.

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY,

THE NEW MINISTRY. [Continued } 


Mr, Wattoringe rose with the intention 
of making a motion which would give hon, 
members the opportunity of expressing their 
views upon the whole policy of the Admin- 
istration, and that they might know at once 
his object, he would read the resolution.— 
He moved “that it be resolved that as the 
hon. Mr. Sidney Smith, since he has been 
elected to this House, has accepted an office 
of emolument under the Crown, and has 
thereby vacated hia seat for the West riding 
of Northumberland.” (tear, hear.) We 
had within a very few days witnessed the 
formation of four Ministries; four adminis- 
trations, which might be described as the 
Macdonald-Cartier, the Brown-Dorion, then 
the Curtier-Macdonald and probably the 
present administration would be called the 
Macdonald-Cartier, though without any im- 
propriety it might be styled the Grand 
Trunk administration. But he did not in- 
tend to base his arguments upon that. The 
objection he should take to it was a legal 
one, a matter of Jaw, which struck at the 
foundaticu of our freedom. There was at 
the present time a very high state of excite- 
ment in the country, a state which onght 
not to exist, for it should be the object of 
every Government to cause peace and qui- 
etness to prevail.

were seduced into’ taking office by Sir 
Edmund Head, and then very coolly turned 
out with the loss of their seats in the House 
The reasons urged by the Governor Gen- 
eral against dissolution are too flimsy to be 
noticed at length, How absnrd to say that 
we must wait for the Registration of Voters’ 
bill before having an election. The bill has 
been neglected by the Governor General 
and his advisers for months, and if it wore 
passed it could not go into operation for 
two years. Doos any ono think that this 
House, with its abominations, will last that 
length of time! Whatan amount of petty 
special pleading there is in the final me 
morandum of Sir Edmund—worthy of the 
anthor of “Shall and Will,” or of John A. 
Macdonald, who 18 said to have been his 
constant adviser throughout the entire 
transaction, 

Cunningly as tho schemo was devised, 
however, it failed in ita object. Mr. George 
Brown has not been proved a Government 
impossibility ;” the prejudices industriously 
raised against him among Lower Canadians 
have been weakened; the hobgoblin has 
been laid; and if we can judge by public 
opinion in this city, Mr. Brown will atand 
higher than over in Upper Canada, on ac- 
count of his proscription by a Governor 
who has managed to mako bimself mor: 
unpopular than any of bia predecessors, 
since the other Head was re-called. Sir 
Edmund Head has prevented the establish- 
ment of s Government which could have 
carried on the affnirs of the country satis- 
factorily, and he is not likely to find an- 
other similar to it,by the course he is at 
Present pursuing. Daca ho imagino that 
the Province will sustain “a Government 
formed of the President, the Vice Presi 
dent, and the Solicitor of the Grand Trunk 
Railway? Cayley haa chastised us with 
whips—but Galt would chastise us with 
scorpions. The House is in astate of chaos 
—the debates go on with no one to control 
thom. Mr. Galt is trying to obtain Allp- 
Port, but no one aces the way clear for him. 

Te is environed by more difficulties than 
Mr. Brown, and bas neither the courage 
nor the popularity to enable him to moet 
them— Globe 5th.

How to Exterminate the Weevil. 
INTERESTING DISCOVERY, 


made some valuable improvements in grain- 
cleaning machinery for four mills, sends us 
the results of somo experiments: with his 
machine for scouring grain. Hoe obtained 
from a farmor thirty bushels of wheat from 
a bin. of two hundred bushels, and after 
passing it through the machine, placed in 
glass jars samples of the cleaned and un- 
cleaned. Upon examination some time af- 
ter, he found the latter alive with weevil 
and badly eaten, while that which had beon 
scoured was perfectly free from any appear- 
ance of the insect. This led him to a mi- 
croscopic examination of the berry of wheat, 
which resulted in convineing him that any 
grain infested with weevil can be entirely 
cured and preserved by the simple process 
of cleaning. In proot of which be states 
that a large portion of the grain seemed to 
have a single blister or slight prominence 
upon the germinating end of the berry, 
which was readily removed by the point of 
a knife, and the egg of the weevil discover- 
ed. Mr. Booth is satisfied that this 
thorough scouring aud agitation of the 
grain removesthe glutenous covcring of the 
cell containing the egg, and that its expo- 
sure to the air destroys its generating pro- 
perties.
